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THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE DID WELL 


Last fall, the Schoo! Committee of Wilmington voted to 
trahsfer the contract for School Bus Transportation to the 
McIntyre Bus Lines, after several years of experience with 
the Holland Bus Lines of Woburn. 

Their decision was not an easy one. On a basis of straight 
transportation, the bid of the Holland Company was lower, but 
on an overall basis, taking transportation of school athletic 
teams into consideration, the McIntyre Company was slightly 
under the Holland Company, in price. This factor, combined 
with what’ was a cumulative dissatisfaction with Holland, re- 
sulting from several years of complaints from parents, probably 
influenced the School Committee in their decision. 

Time has proved the wisdom of this decision. In Woburn, 
as a result of the Holland Lines present difficulties, children 
today are walking to school. The Superintendent, there, has 

aled to, McIntyre for help, and has been told that, in as 
much 4s Wilmington contracted with McIntyre, that contract 
will be observed and kept, before anything else. 

In this respect the children of Wilmington are fortunate. 
We congratulate the School Committee, on their decision. 


THE SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The School Building Committee faces a problem of no 
mean proportions, The members of this committee have decid- 
ed, wisely, that they should survey the entire sebcolng to 
blems, of the town, and not just one narrow portion. They 
haye spent many hours in the office of Dr. John Marshall, the 

ntleman who advised so well, at the time of our construction 
of the new High School, and Dr. Marshall has been out here, 
to study, at first hand, our problem, 

Dr. Marshall states that he would like to have six months, 
to study the problem. The town gave the committee half that 
time. 
, ‘There are three possible courses’ open, for the committee 
to recommend. The first is to build a grammar school, at a cost 
‘of about half a million dollars (and where is the money?), If 
we do this, there will be a serious shortage of seating capacity, 
in the High’ School, by 1956 according to present estimates. 

The second course is to build the second part of the High 
School, (and again, where is the money ?), and shift the Junior 


High into the High School. This would temporarily alleviate | 


the situation, but by 1956 there would be again, a very serious 
shortage of seating capacity, in the grammar schools. 

The third course is to do nothing. This might appeal to 
a lot of people. If you do nothing, you spend nothmg, they 
might argue. The trouble with this is that the town will act- 
at spend twice as much, and have nothing to show for the 
money. 
If the town does nothing about the schools, the only thing 
left for the Superintendent to do is to install the two platoon 
system, which system will literally cost thousands of dollars 
every year, over and above the normal costs of education. 

Such a course would be the most expensive of all. We 
would be spending money in large amounts, and getting noth- 
ing for our troubles, other than increased taxes.

The Highway Department Garage is in a very good loca- 
tion, for Highway Department work. It is close to the-ceriter 
of town, but not too close. It is ina position where all parts 
of the town are equally accessible, an important point, in the 
event of emergency. 

What the Highway Department needs is not NEW quar- 
ters, but MORE quarters, to keep care of additional equipment. 
An additional building, in back of the present building, could 
solve the problem of the Highway Department, without too 
much trouble, and without locating all our equipment in the 
far northeast corner of the town. 

. From the viewpoint of the Highway Departnient, the gar- 
age should be where it is, 

The idea of putting the Fire Department and the Police 
Department in the present Highway Department garage is 
equally untenable. 

The cars of these two departments are at times required 
to travel at a high speed, as everyone knows. Can anyone be- 
lieve that these two departments can stay at this location, 
driving their cars down a street with a schgol on one side, 
and a playground on the other, every day, for any period of 
time, without some child being injured? 

The Crusader believes that a combined Fire and Police 
Station would be: ideal, from many viewpoints, but NOT AT 
THIS SITE. 

How about the land that lies between the present Fire 


domain, if necessary. It will provide a good foundation, and 
it will not provide danger that the Highway site will, as far 
as our children are concerned. 

How about the lot on Middlesex Avenue, near Wein- 
berg's Store? It is more central than the Highway site, the 
police can get to the center more easily, and, again, the chil- 
dren will not be endangered. 

Why are not these sites considered? Are we trying to save 
pennies? Could it be that the Town Fathers are loathe to lose 
the tax money that comes from either of these sites, and pro- 
pose, instead, to erect hodge-podge ,buildings, in out of the 
way places, in order to insure a possible revenue of maybe 
$200 a year? 

This is the opportunity to erect a decent Fire and Police 
Station, one of which the town can be proud. Such a station 
can be erected for about $60,000, if the town so desires. It 
would be far better, in the Crusader’s belief, to either spend 
$60,000 and get a decent station, or else SPEND NOTHING 
AT ALL, rather than use second best ideas. 

The first move, in either event, is to vote down any pro- 
posal to move the Highway Department.

|with the fluoride content above the 
yprescribed content for many years, 
jwith no recorded ill effects. ex- 
{cept a slight mottling of the in- 
| cisors 

The report goes on to state that 
by next year, it is estimated that 
34 million people will be drinking 
fluoridated water, and that over 4 
million are drinking it now. A Gal- 
|lup’s poll, the report states, indi- 
cates that if public opinion is fol- 
‘lowed, most American cities will 
jump on the bandwagon, for fluori- 

jon. 

| The discovery of fluoridation be- 
gan with the observation of Dr.*F. 
S. McKay, in Colorado Springs, 
|who observed the mottling of the 
lincisors on some of his patients. 
\He investigated, and published a 
paper about the curiosity, a publi- 
\cation made with a Dr. McKay, 
|who continued to investigate the 
phenomena after the death of Dr. 
\McKay. In 1931, the chief chemist 
of the Alcoa Company, in Bauxite, 
|Arkansas, discovered that water 
jused there had a high fluoride con- 
}tent and simultaneously, other 
\chemists in Arizona began to make 
the same discoveries. 

As a result of a long study, the 
relationship between the mottling, 
and tooth decay was worked out. It 
|was established that water with 
}1.0 to 1.5 parts of fluoride ion in a 
million parts of water was the 
amount that reduced decay two 
thirds, without any evidence of the 
brown stains that mottle tooth 
enamel. 
| In 1945, Grand Rapids, Michigan, 
|was chosen as a test city, with 0.1 
part per million, while Aurora Illin- 
ois, was chosen with 12 part per 
million fluoride. The results show 
that children of these places have 
very low rates of dental cares, and 
that, according to this articlt, even 
as adults, these same children will 
continue to show low dental rates 
|for a_ lifetime, 

In Newburg, N_ Y., a similar test 
was started in 1945, which shows,
